Having diseussed prohibition and the red light 
abatement measures to some extent, which are-’ 
. among the long line of constitutional amend-' 
nents to be voted upon.at this fall’s election, let 
us take a look for just a minute at the proposed 
home rule taxation ‘amerdinent; dlso to bé on the _ 
| ballot. “We are riot) g@ingto: bore your patience, 
dear reader, in long-winded discussions of these 
amendments, -as there are over half a. hundred of 
them and life is too, sliort: to wade - ‘through all 
of. them, but ‘we should all. talk and think alittle 
| bit ‘at least about the’ most important ones, and 
this home rule taxation matter comes under that’ 
class. 
», Now, as we save it, this home rule in taxation; 
ly has nothing whatever to do with the single tax . 
theory, though ‘those who oppose it claim it is 
a stepping stone in that direction. We cannot 
* see that it is, and for all we know that might 
-not be altogether a bad direction to be stepping, 
as far as that is concerned. The single tax theory 
is something which we confess to be. dreadfully 
ignofant . about, aside from knowing that it 
taxes land instead of improvements and person- 
ality, 80 we have-asked Jpdge John Roth, who is 
something of a crank along those lines, to write 
us a whole column about it, and when we spring 
that. on you it is’ possible that you will wish 
_ somebody was running for Justice of the Peace 
against Judge Roth, so you could. get even by 
-| voting for the other man: However, that is a 
| chance the judge will have to take. We shall 
not guarantée him even safety from bodily harm. 
Rut, as we said before, this home rule in taxation 
“nothing to do whatever with single tax. 
Tome. rule in taxation i is pretty well explained 
a by. ite. name. It. Jneans just’ what the name im- 
plies,’ nothing more, nothing less. In other 
words, if the amendment carries it will then be 
the right and privilege of any city, town or 
commynity” in California to designate ‘its own 
method of raising revenue by taxation, and it 
will be nobody’s business elsewhere whether 
they do it as it is now done, or by any of the 
hundreds of other methods known to mankind. 
Anly time the people of any county, city or town 
want to change their method of taxation to 
something else, or: try out some new deal, it 
would, under this proposed law, be their right 
and privilege to do so, without the consent. of the 
poe of any. outside people. In short, it gives 
you the. right | to attend to your own business in 
your own way, and that strikes us as _being 
! mighty ‘good logic, also good sense. 
| It does not. séem to be any better sense for 
| other communities to tell us just exactly how we 
shall raise money for the expenses of our own 
municipality, than for them to dictate to us how 
we shall spend the money after we tax ouraelyes
